Indeed, it is more than likely 
left. alone in the shameless 
attempt to confer upon the president 
of “the senate the extra-constitutional 
power of counting the electoral vote. 
His constitutional power consists in 
simply opening the certificates, and not 
a few republican senators are on record 
to that «ffect. To carry out the Mor- 
ton scheme of declaring Hayes elected 
in defiance of the will of the house oi 
representatives, those senators must 
eat their own words. 

The debate on Morton’s bill for 
counting the electoral vote occupied 
several days of last session, and a 
reference to the official report oi the 
debates proves true all that we have 
stated. Let us begin with Senator 
Boutwell’s views, which are recorded 
on page 1,667, volume 4, of the Con- 


gressional Record: 

Ld. not accept the suggestion that the vice 
president uf the United States bas anything 
more to do in the business of counting the votes 
for premdent and vice president than that 
specific duty which is preacribed for and en- 
joinen upon him by the consiitution. That 
auty is, in the presence of the senate aud house 
of representatives, to open the certificates. 
There being no other duty assigned to him, I 
infer naturally that he is to do nothing more 
The two houses bave from the first until now 
counted the votes. „Still further, Mr 
President, I thiuk the counting of the votes, in 
the language of the constitution, means some- 
thing more than a mere examination of the 
certificates retarned from the eiectors of the 
representative state. * And froma 
third conclusion it necessarily results that if, 
unfortunately, through eccident or intrigue of 
persous hostile to the true interests of the coun- 
try, two returns come in from a given state, and 
it is not in the power of anybody to demonstrate 
to the two houses which is the true return, that 
sta‘e must lose its vote 

On page 1751 of the same volume we 
find Senator Christiancy’s views: 

It (the constitution) does not say by whom the 
vote shal) be counted, and as it does expressly 
provide that the president of the senate shal! 
open all the certificates, and then immediately 
declares that the vote shall then be counted, 
without saying by whom, there is, as it seems to 
me, a fair though not conciusive inference that 
it is not made the duty ol the president of the 
senate to couat them. because if this had beet: 
intended, the language in that connection would 
naturally have been, as already suggested by 
several senators, ‘“‘the president of the senate 
* * „ shal open all the certificatesand count 
the votes.“ 

Having given Senator Boutwell’s 
views, itis only fair that we should 
give the other Massachusetts senator, 
Mr. Dawes, the benefit of our columns. 
On page 1,808 may be found the fol- 
lowing: 

[ think that the constitution means that they 
shall be counted by the two houses. I cannot 
quite agree with the senator from Maryiand that 
they are to be counted by the president of the 
senate. * * * You must say that this inci- 
dental question necessary forthe counting of 
votes is to be determined by the two houses as 
houses, and so far as the bill recognizes that 
principle so far this bill is but earrying oui 
what seems to me to be the plain provision of 
the constitution. Thatis a question of fact, 
which set (of electors) is appointed; and con- 
sidering the general manner in whica they are 
appointed, by election b; the people, it isa 
question of fact lying dcep down, surrounded 
vy difficulties, and to be determined, not upon 
inspection of the papers, but upon evidence to be 
taken outside of the papers, tf such a contingency 
shall ever arise. 

Senator Freiinghuysen’s testimony 
is revorded on page 1,752 ot the same 
fatal volume of congressional proceed- 
ings : 

But I am satisfied, in reviewing that subject 
that the constitution does not contemplate that 
the president of the senate is to count the vote. 
The fact that the constitution does in terms pro- 
vide what duty the president of the sen te is to 
perform to wit: Tnat he is to open all the cer- 
tificaies an 1 omits to provide that ve shall count 
the vote, II think, is conclusive that it was not 
intended that he should do more than he is 
expressly authorized to do by the consiitu- 
tion. * *% * 

Little Rhody, in the person of her 
junior senator, Gen. Burnside, got in 
the following telling hit at the new 
radical position. Her page is 1,819: 

If the electoral votes should be so equally di- 
vided as to make the return fron that state 
(Louisiana) decide the election, 1t is clear to me 
aud must oe clear to every senator here that the 
two houses would disagree upon the subject. 

Let us conclude the quotations with 
the views of a western radical senator, 


Mr. Wright, of Iowa: 

I think it would rarely occur that the ques 
tion (of “ifferent presidential electors) could ve 
presented in such aform thatthe two houses 
could not agree; but if it should occur it results 
from mismanegement, corrupt, unfair, unfaith- 
fol conduct on the part of the officials of a state, 
because persons representing the state have sent 
up their retuins in such a form that tue two 
houses, acting in good faith and under their 
sworn obligations, are unable to determine 
what shail be done. It, in such au event, a state 
shall not have its vote, it occurs to me it is one 
of those cases Where, whether by reason of the 
mismanagement of the state or by reason of the 
inability of the two houses to agree, the state 
fails to have its vote. 


Senator Edmunds characterized the 
amendment to make the president of 
the senate the umpire in case of a disa- 
greement between the two houses, as 
“a very unsaje and dangerous proposi- 
tion.” He added: It is wrong in prin- 
ciple, as I think, and that it would be 
dangerous in the last degree in prac- 
tice I have no doubt at all.” 

We have given enough to prove that 
the Morton-Blaine scheme to let Mr. 
Ferry count in Mr. Hayes must either 
fail in the senate, or else several lead- 
ing republican senators must eat their 
own words. The ridiculous scheme 
will scarcely see daylight. Something 
more plausible will doubtless be de- 
vised, if the returning boards prove 
unequal to the task of ew the 
will of the ma jority.

And these 
who may haye read the above extract 
will be astonished to learn that there 
—not, however, 
called for that purpose, but an adjourn- 
ed meeting of a convention from the 
2d to the 18th of September, and that. 
at the second meeting there was another 
vote, and that the resolution of instruc. 
ion, passed at the former meeting, was 

reconsidered at the second. I will give 
all the facts, plainly and explicitly: 

On the second of September a con- 
vention of delegates, from the several 
districts of this county, assembled in 
Newnan for the purpose of nominating 
two candidates for representatives in 
the legislature. Before the balloting 
commenced, a resolution was offered 
und was passed instructing the repre- 
sentatives in the pext legislature to 
vote for Mr Hill for United States sen- 
ator. At that meeting one candidate 
was nominated, and the convention, 
after 70 or 80 dallotings, failed to no. n- 
inate the other candidate, and adjourn- 
ed until the 18th of September. When 
the convention reassembled on the 
18th, a resolution was offered to recon- 
ider the resolution of inst uction 
that had passed at the for- 
mer meeting. Ihe gentleman who in- 
troduced the resolution of instruction, 
opposed the resolution to reconsider in 
a very warm speech, in which, amongst 
other things, he said that the conveo- 
tion had already nominated a candidate 
(referring to me) that would not vote 
for Mr. Hill, if not instructed to do so. 
The language used could be construed, 
and perhaps was construed, as 
meaning that I bad strong personal ob- 
jections to Mr. Hill and was decidedly 
opposed to voting for him. Some of my 
ised in the convention (1 wasnota 
member of the convention) knowing 
that this was untrue and that sucha 
construction did me great injustice, 
moved that I be heard from before the 
convention, which motion passed. In 
the remarks which I made to the con- 
vention, I gave the reasons why 1 
thought Mr. Norwood should be Uni- 
ted States senator—disclaimed any per- 
sonal objections to Mr. Hill—stated if 
instructed to vote for him I would con- 
sider it my duty to obey the instruc- 
tions, but I let the convention know 
distinctly that if not instructed to vote 
for Mr. Hill | would vote for Mr. Nor- 
wood. The vote was then taken and 
the resolution to reconsider passed by 
a vote of forty (40) in its ia vor to twen- 
ty-nine (29) against it. The conven- 
tion knew when they voted to recon- 
sider the instructions that if I was not 
instructed I would vote for Mr. Nor- 
wood. That is, the convention was in- 
formed by me that if I was not in- 
structed.to vote for Mr. Hill, I would 
vote tor Mr. Norwood, and they straight- 
way removed the instructions that had 
been over me to vote for Mr. Hill. 
Does not this show that the convention 
expected me to vote for Mr. Norwood ? 
And how does the statement of Cow- 
eta” stand the test of these facts? Do 
not these facts crush to atoms the 
bare assertion of Coweta? Certainiy 
Coweta has been ina Van Winkle sleep 
since the meeting of the convention 
until the Albany News aroused him 
from his slumbers. 


Coweta has seen 2 to refer to 
the speeches which Mr. Norwood and 
Mr. Hill made in Newnan, in invidions 
com peg between the two. Ia this 
I will not follow his objectionable ex- 
ample, or imitate his bad taste. If I 
cannot sustain the cause of theman I 
support, and successfully advocate his 
claims, without detracting from his op- 
nent, I will abandon the undertak- 
ing and leave his cause and his claims 
in the hands of others. In all that I 
have written and said in reference to 
the election of Uuited Stater senator, I 
have refrained from arguing the ques- 
tion between Mr. till and Mr. Nor- 
wood. The circumstances did not call 
for it—the case did not require it. 
There was much that Icould sa 
favor of both—there was nothing that I 
could say in favor of one to the — 
agement of the other. In regard to the 
speech which Mr. Norwood made in 
ewnan, I can say it was delivered to 
one ot the largest and most intelligent 
audiences that I have known assembled 
in Newnan. In respectability and in- 
telligence it would compare favoraoly 
with any audience that could assemble 
in the state or in any other part 
of thecountry.
